EDUCATION AS A WHOLE 


THE TEACHER 


by Munroe MacLeod 


Retired Superintendent of Schools 
Edmonton Suburban Inspectorate. 


Possibly no two people will agree as to what constitutes a good lesson, but superintendents, principals, parents and 
children are usually in complete agreement as to who is a good teacher. I have been acting as a school superintendent 
for rather more than a quarter of a century so that my description of the good teacher will be more or less colored by 
my own experiences. 

First and foremost, it must be recognized that a teacher is another person, with the qualities of an ordinary human 
being and acting accordingly. It is, therefore, unwise to set her up on a pedestal and expect perfection. On the other 
hand, she is with the children five hours every school day, so that it is reasonable to expect that her code of ethics 
should be at least as high as that of the parents in the community, preferably higher, and never lower. 

Most people make themselves as attractive as possible by making the best possible use of their natural qualities. Stan- 
dards in the teaching profession are rising rapidly in all respects, hence it can be assumed that the teacher will be 
well dressed, well spoken and courteous, - in a word cultivated. Since she is talking to the pupils for much of the 
day it is expected that her speech should be interesting, grammatical, and well modulated 
Young people entering the teaching profession must be prepared to accept responsibilities of many kinds. Administrative 
duties like supervision of halls and playgrounds are axiomatic. More important, however, is the willingness of the 
teacher to accept responsibility for teaching the child as he is and not as he should be. Blaming the last teacher or 
the system or whatnot will not help the child at all. 

Very fortunate is the teacher with a good sense of humor. No person needs it more. Many an unpleasant situation may 
be remedied by a good laugh, The teacher lacking a sense of humor should cultivate one as carefully as she would cul- 
tivate a ros! 
‘The modern teacher aust have definite convictions and be prepared to justify them. Otherwise she may be “high pressur- 
ed" into a number of time-consuming and ultimately wasteful activities. Such high pressure may come from many sources, 
= parents, fellow teachers, principals, supervisors, superintendents, curriculum builders and many others, This is the 
age of high pressure in schools and elsewhere. 

let me illustrate. Soxebody may have a special project in mind. He is certain that the results of the project will be 
beneficial to all pupils and will solve many problems, probably all school problems. He calls it a co-operative project 
0 that non-participants may be termed unco-operative! Right here is where the teacher with convictions of her own must 
look over the project with a "fishy eye", ask wany questions and if necessary, have the courage to say "NO" when she is 
sure that the project is merely waste of time, as it frequently is. On the other hand, it is equally important that 
the good teacher be willing and anxious to experiment with new methods and new idea 
Human nature being what it is, the teacher may have favorites, but she will do everything possible to conceal this fact 
from all concerned. The teacher who punishes a toy because she dislikes him is simply not a professional, Furthermore, 
the teacher should realize that she is not entering a popularity contest in the school. If she does this she may lose 
her control and, as a result, her efficiency. 

‘And now reader, if you are wondering why all this talk about the teacher as a person rather than about the training of 
teachers, my answer is that if we get the right kind of person in the profession, the matter of training should present 
relatively little difficulty. Some people seem to feel that all our problems in schools will be solved when teachers 
have four years of training. In this respect, a word of caution may be necessary. The case for 100% degree teachers 

in junior and senior high schools is an excellent one, because the teachers there must have the knowledge that comes 
from university training. whether the same holds true for elementary teachers is another question. For these, I am in- 
clined to stress the importance of non-degree courses dealing more specifically with particular problems from everyday 
experiences in the classrooms. It seems rather unfortunate that courses and salaries are now tied in such a manner that 
additional salaries can only be earned through degree courses. Personally, I feel that if salaries are to be tied to 
courses, then the non-degree courses should be of equal value to the degree courses, provided that they are of the same 
length. (Having said this, it is probably well for me that I retired this Septeaber’) 

Wow that we have the right kind of person properly trained, we will see what she does in school. The wise teacher gets 
all the curricula for her grade before school opens and studies them closely. She also provides herself with a copy of 
the School Book Branch Catalogue, in order that she may know thé texts and the reference books. Then she makes herself 
familiar with all the instructional facilities available in her own classroom, in the classrooms below and above her own 
‘and in the school library. She becomes acquainted with all the audio visual aids and with their proper use. 

Planning is extremely important. A good teacher will have long range plans covering the whole year's work, daily plans 
and a timetable ready on the opening day of school. She may revise them all as required. 


Now comes the actual lesson in the classroom. The methods of instruct
